But this is a solid cast 
and Vaughn wrote the script with his ol’ pal 
Favreau (“Swingers”), so this “Retreat” has at least 
gotta be better than terrible. Probably 
The verdict: Populated with people you would 
never, ever want to go away with, “Couples 
Retreat” is far too angry to entertain and about 
as funny and romantic as a baggage claim. A 
few laughs come from the sidelines (thanks to 
John Michael Higgins and Ken Jeong as unusual 
therapists), but the pain comes from Vaughn and 
Favreau’s smug performances and a script that 
bounces between annoyingly insincere therapy 
sessions and wacky unfunny situations that 
attempt to lighten the mood. (No dice.) The scen- 
ery makes you want to be somewhere other than a 
movie theater, and the movie has the same effect. 
Did you know? Vaughn’s character’s son urinates in 
a store toilet, explaining that, “It looks like a real 
toilet to me.” Ydu just can’t argue with that logic.

Vaughn 


It was a long, wild journey- 
now Vince is ready to mellow

Did you hear the latest gossip making the 
rounds about Vince Vaughn’s wild trip to 
Bora Bora? 

It seems the career bachelor and a couple 
of his longtime buddies jetted to the tropical 
paradise in the South Pacific a while back 
and ... well ... brought their families with 
them to film a movie about making relation- 
ships stronger. 

OK, so that story doesn’t exactly register 
on the Vince Vaughn Scandal Scale. In fact, 
when was the last time we saw the Chicago 
funny man partying it up on the cover of a 
celebrity magazine? 

“I’ve been very fortunate in my career, and 
my life has been about that for so long that 
you get bored of it,” Vaughn, 39, recently told 
People magazine. “You’re ready for your life 
to be about other people and other things.” 

Is this the mellowing of Vince Vaughn? 
Consider that he co-wrote the comedy 
“Couples Retreat,” which opened Friday, 
and cast himself in the role of the com- 
mitted husband and father. Consider that 
he is engaged— and not to a Hollywood 
hot tie, but to a Canadian real estate agent. 
And consider that while promoting his new 
movie, he is uttering nuggets of wisdom that 
fly in the face of his party-boy image. 

When Parade magazine asked Vaughn 
about finding happiness, this was his 
response: “Ultimately, the answers aren’t 
within some all-powerful person or some 
mystical place far away from home. Those 
answers are usually inside ourselves, and 
they’re usually personal.” 

“Couples Retreat” is decidedly less 
philosophical, at least on its face. Vaughn 


plays Dave, a family man from Chicago 
suburb Buffalo Grove who realizes while 
on a tropical retreat with his wife Ronnie 
(Malin Akerman) that the romance that 
initially brought them together has begun 
to suffer. 

“We’re struggling with our work, we’re 
struggling with the kids like everyone,” 
Vaughn, who grew up in suburban Lake 
Forest, told Metromix before Tuesday’s 
premiere at the AMC River East 21 theater. 
‘And we think that we’re doing well and 
when we sort of stop and look at it, we go, 
‘Maybe we’re not having as much fun. What 
happened to us in this relationship?”’ 

It’s not a stretch to consider the comedy a 
mirror of their maturation, said Jon Favreau, 
a co-star and co-writer of “Couples Retreat” 
who worked with Vaughn in bachelor romps 
“Swingers” and “Made.” 

“I think as our lives change, the subject 
matter of our movies change too, reflecting 
our lives,” he told People. 

During his first years in show business, 
Vaughn told the Los Angeles Times, he sur- 
vived on Top Ramen noodles and spent his 
free time at the racetrack. 

Once Vaughn hit it big with movies such 
as “Swingers,” “Dodgeball” and “Wedding 
Crashers,” he became a mainstay on the 
Hollywood scene— the “night shift,” as 
Favreau put it to People— and then in the 
gossip magazines during his romance with 
Jennifer Anis ton. But Vaughn and his friends 
say he’s a changed man. 

“Couples Retreat” director Peter 
Billingsley, who has been a friend ofVaughn’s 
since they worked on an ABC Afterschool 
Special about the dangers of steroids in 1990,

told People that Vaughn’s personal growth is 
“a natural cycle of life that we all go in.” 

Vaughn now is engaged to Kyla Weber, 
and he said his personal development partly 
is what compelled him to write “Couples 


The Vince formula 

There are certain endearing traits we’ve come to expect from Vince Vaughn’s 
characters. They have quirky buddies, like to give manly hugs and are masters of the 
motormouth monologue-to name just a few. So how does “Couples Retreat” fit into 
the Vaughn genre (Vaughnre?) of comedy flicks? We picked five recurring themes in 
Vaughn films and asked Metromix movies producer Matt Pais (see his review on this 
page) to tell us whether the newest flick sticks to the Vince script. Here’s our analysis 
and Matt’s assessment-without giving too much away, of course, redeye 


Unforgettable lines 

Where do we start with Mr. Vaughn? “Earmuffs.” 
“You’re so money and you don’t even know it!” 
“What’d you do with them? Motorboat? You play 
the motorboat?” (Take note: This is the seed of a 
legendary bar conversation.) 

Question: Will we be endlessly quoting 
Vaughn’s character through the winter? 

Matt’s take: Not unless you want to sound like 
as big of a jackass as his character.

Not long after meeting as co-stars of a 1990 after- 
school special about steroids, Peter Billingsley and 
Vince Vaughn rented an apartment together in 
Hollywood with three other guys. Vaughn had just 
started acting; Billingsley, nearly a decade removed 
from playing the Red Ryder BB gun-obsessed kid 
in ‘A Christmas Story,” was 20 and already contem- 
plating a career change. 

“He would not break from his daily routine of 
working, whether it was learning how to edit or 
going to school or trying to set something up,” 
Vaughn recalled of the man who directed “Couples 
Retreat,” which opened Friday 

That discipline has carried Billingsley into the sec- 
ond phase of a movie career that has eclipsed what he 
did as little Ralphie, the 9 -year-old boy with the big 
glasses whose mother feared he’d shoot his eye out. 

Billingsley credits his parents for developing an 
early perspective on priorities. 

“They saw my career as an opportunity, but the 
emphasis was always more about who I was as a per- 
son and how I fit into the family,” Billingsley said. 

Arriving in 1983, just as cable and home video 
were redefining viewing habits, ‘A Christmas 
Story” has enjoyed a phenomenal second life with 
TBS annually devoting 24-hour marathons to the 
movie around the holidays. 

“When you’re a child actor and play the preco- 
cious kid, the temptation is to wear leather pants or 
a cutoff shirt to redefine yourself,” Billingsley says. 
“But I never felt the need to randomly reshuffle the 
deck and say ‘Don’t call me Peter. Call me Pete.’ I 
just figured you evolve naturally and you’ll be recog- 
nized for what your successes are.” l.a. times 




Retreat” with Favreau and Dana Fox. 

He even expressed pride in making his 
movie a more family-friendly PG-13, com- 
paring the material to a Bill Cosby record for 
taking a cleaner approach to comedy— per- 


haps for a young Vince Jr.? 

“For the first time Fve thought in a real 
way about wanting to have kids,” Vaughn 
told Parade. “I think as Fm getting older my 
priorities have shifted. I thought, T want to 


have a family Fm really ready for that. I real- 
ly feel like that would be what life is calling 
me to do.’ So I was ready to do a romantic 
comedy about couples who are trying to fig- 
ure that out.” 



Sexy leading ladies 

We get that there are lots of gorgeous actresses in 
Hollywood, but Vaughn has had the good fortune of 
working opposite some of the hottest (see Jennifer 
Aniston (left) in “The Break-Up” and Reese Witherspoon 
in “Four Christmases”). 

Question: Does Malin Akerman, who plays 
Vaughn’s wife, sizzle on screen? 

Matt’s take: Physically, yes. In terms of her 
on-screen presence, not really. 




Physical comedy 

There was the “touch” football scene in 
“Wedding Crashers,” the table-climbing 
diatribe in “Swingers” and the entire concept 
of putting the 6-foot-5 actor in a room full of 
elves for “Fred Claus.” 

Question: Does Vaughn use his formidable 
frame to full comic effect? 

Matt’s take: Nope, even larger Faizon Love 
(right) is the comedic big man this time. 



Lovability 

Even as his Trent character lied to, slept with 
and mocked women in “Swingers,” we still 
loved the guy for sticking by his depressed 
friend, Mike.

Alpine country

The scene: If you’ve driven down Irving 
Park Road between Kedzie Avenue and 
Pulaski Road with any regularity for the 
last five or six years, you may have found 
yourself doing a double-take recently 
See, there was once a diner called the 
Alps West on the corner of Irving Park 
Road and Elston Avenue, where the 
Original Alps Restaurant & Pancake 
House now resides. It was there for 
years, from 1970 to 2005, when owner 
Bob Theo closed the place and headed 
for retirement. 

In accordance with the unwritten law 
that applied to all prime corner spaces 
at the time, Alps West was converted 
into a bank. And in accordance with 
more recent trends, that bank is now 
closed. The neighborhood, it seemed, 
needed pancakes more than it needed 
another mortgage lender, 

Theo, now 65, heeded the sign— and 
the requests he was getting from his 
Irving Park neighbors, who kept ask- 
ing him to revive the place. About two 
weeks ago, he brought Alps West back 


as the Original Alps, It’s roomier and 
more polished than the first Alps, but 
don’t let the sheen on the formica- 
topped tables or the still-new smell that 
lingers on the big comfy booths fool 
you, Alps is everything a diner should 
be, A chalkboard announces daily spe- 
cials (fried perch with macaroni and 
cheese!); jelly caddies, napkin holders 
and bowls of creamers clutter the tables; 
and servers call everyone “hon” and 
offer coffee refills no fewer than a half- 
dozen times during a 45-minute meal. 
The cuisine: Alps is one of those 
places where the menu’s arrival causes 
the table to fall silent. Seven laminated 
pages of skillets, omelets, pancakes, 
waffles, blintzes and other diner classics 
sit before you. You need to take it all in. 
If you can imagine it, there’s a good 
chance it’s on the menu. Chocolate chip 
pancakes, cinnamon swirl French toast, 
biscuits and gravy and potato pancakes 
(with bacon!) all make the cut. 

But the true test of a diner lies with 
short-order staples such as the Big 
Man special ($6,29), two eggs any style, 



two pancakes and a choice of bacon or 
sausage. Here, pancakes pass the gold- 
en-brown color test and break apart 
softly with a fork, without any of the 
rubbery bounce-back that sometimes 
plagues diner pancakes. Bacon is crisp, 
with just a touch of grease for flavor; 
scrambled eggs arrive in lush, velvety 
folds perfect for catching a dash of hot 
sauce or ketchup. 


Diner fare is rarely perfect (blame it 
on those seven-page menus), and Alps 
has downfalls, dull hash browns among 
them. But this revived classic gets the 
big-ticket items right— including the 
biggest ticket of all: Checks rarely 
exceed $10 per person.

Situation: I can’t break the habit of eating takeout on my couch. 

Solution: Live the way you want, and invest in a coffee table that works 
for dining. 

So, you’ve been on your own for a few years now YouVe bought a real 
bed for your apartment, your mattress no longer is on the floor and you 
even own a vacuum cleaner— but you can’t shake the habit of eating 
Chinese food on the couch while watching “Survivor,” 

Not everyone eats by candlelight at the dining room table. Let’s be 
honest ... lots of people chow down at the coffee table while watching 
“Real Housewives” or “Top Chef.” My advice is to be yourself— just a 
little more stylishly 

Buying eye-catching new furniture can be pricey, but you can always 
find bargains at cragislist.org or at thrift stores. That said, here are a few 
options for couch potato dining. 


» Nesting tables are sets, 
usually sold in twos or 
threes, that fit inside 
one another like Russian 
matryoshka dolls. Keep 
them grouped together to 
save space, and pull them 
out while you’re eating to 
increase your available 
surface area. The Klubbo 
Nesting Tables from IKEA 
(ikea.com) are $80 for a 
set of two. 






» Coffee tables with adjustable bases can be 
raised, lowered and locked in place. The Up-Down 
Table from Chiasso (chiasso.com) transforms 
from dining height (29V2 inches) to cocktail height 
(11 inches) and sells for $598. 


» Gateleg coffee tables have wings that can be raised or lowered to expand 
or reduce the table’s surface area. They don’t adjust in height, but they’re 
great for diners who like to spread out. Gateleg styles aren’t easy to find new 
in stores, but you can find classic gateleg and drop-leaf styles at goantiques. 
com or ebay.com. 


» Shaped like the letter they’re named for, C tables hook over the arm of a 
sofa. The clear acrylic Peekaboo C Table-$179 from CB2 (cb2.com)-has a 
rolling base so you easily can swing it into place. 

» Pop-up coffee tables have 
hinged tabletop panels that can 
be raised or lowered with a light 
touch. The Functional Coffee 
Table from BoConcept ($1,099, 
boconcept.com) is made up of 
panels that double as hidden 
storage compartments and 
pop-up dining trays.

» If you want to make your own version of a 
pop-up coffee table, you can buy the hinged 
steel mechanism separately from Van Dyke’s 
Restorers (vandykes.com) for $230. For a 
tabletop of up to 25 pounds, it rises 10 Vi inches 
in height.

A ‘Serious' look at life, religion 


Physics professor Larry Gopnik (Michael 
Stuhlbarg, excellent) is a good man and a 
good Jew, but his life is one aggravation after 
another. His wife wants a divorce, his broth- 
er (Richard Kind) won’t get off his couch, 
his kids are a pain, a student tries to bribe 
him and his boss isn’t sure whether to give 
him tenure. Yet he barely confronts his own 
problems. What can or should this guy do to 
make what goes around come around? 

The buzz: Set in 1967 suburbia and featur- 
ing no major celebrities, “A Serious Man” 
is certainly a calmer, less attention-seeking 
film than writers-directors Joel and Ethan 
Coen’s enjoyably manic last film, “Burn After 
Reading.” It’s also undoubtedly more per- 
sonal for the Jewish filmmakers, so hopefully 
audiences that like both the guys’ larks and 
their heavyweights (“No Country for Old 
Men”) will turn out for a film that’s inquisi- 


tive about faith and religion, offers hardly 
any action and an intro that’s entirely in 
Yiddish. 

The verdict: Dark, dry and masterfully 
restrained, ‘A Serious Man” is plotted with 
the peculiarities of life and built around a 
man whose demeanor is like a politely throb- 
bing vein. In this complex, controversial 
story there are very funny misunderstand- 
ings between teachers and students, Jews 
and non-Jews, rabbis and congregants, 
husbands and wives, and fathers and sons. 
Meanwhile, the terrifically clever and subtle 
film chronicles the search for the big, easy 
guide on how to live— and that the Coens 
don’t find anything is exactly the point. 
When the truth is elusive, answers are 
fleeting and we all wind up the same in the 
end, does it really matter what we do in the 
meantime?

It’s a sweltering South Florida day, but Jorge 
Cardenas still wears his hooded zipper sweater 
when replenishing the ATMs he owns. 

The $1,000, hip-hop style jacket is slightly 
bulky, yet comfortable and stylish— and bul- 
let-resistant. “The whole idea is to blend in,” 
he said. 

Cardenas is one of a small number of 
Americans with high-risk occupations who 
wear bullet-resistant clothing that’s made to 
look normal, not the bulky and obvious vests 
worn by police officers. It’s a product made by a 
few, mostly foreign-based companies that don’t 
advertise heavily, so most individuals and com- 
panies don’t even know the clothing exists. 

“It’s mostly word of mouth,” said John 
Sexton with Sexton Executive Security, based 
in Fairfax, Va. Most of his U.S. clients don’t 
request protective clothing. “The companies 
that pre-plan for something going wrong are 
very much a minority” 

First, let’s be clear: There is no bulletproof 
clothing. For every protective vest, there is a 
gun whose bullets can pierce it. 

But bullet-resistant clothing can offer degrees 
of protection, from small-caliber handguns up 
through high-powered rifles. Prices can range 
from less than $i,ooo for a simple shirt that 
protects against many handguns to several 
thousand dollars for a stylish leather jacket that 
offers maximum protection.

If you’re still using plain old 
vanilla marshmallows at your campfire or in 
your cocoa, you’re out of touch. 

The next generation of marshmallow lovers 
is amping the flavor of their puffy confections, 
taking their s’mores to new heights with tricks 
like slicing and stuffing them. And the marsh- 
mallow industry is taking notice. 

Long a fixture in the baking aisle, marsh- 
mallows have been making their way back to 
candy land lately, thanks in large part to swirled, 
flavored, stuffed and otherwise jazzed-up ver- 
sions intended to appeal to consumers ever on 
the prowl for new tastes. 

Like chocolate with your marshmallow? 


Consider the chocolate-drizzled marshmallows 
called Zebras launched last year by Doumak, 
the Chicago area-based maker of Campfire 
brand marshmallows. 

Prefer your chocolate— or jelly— on the 
inside? Try Keith Baskett’s creation, stuffed 
marshmallows that he modestly declares “the 
best thing that ever happened to a marshmal- 
low.” 

Marshmallow sales total only a fraction of 
the billions spent on chocolate, “but there are 
opportunities because we’re back to looking at 
marshmallows less as a baking ingredient and 
more as a treat,” says Bernard Pacyniak, editor- 
in-chief of Candy Industry, a Deerfield, 111.- 
based trade magazine. 



The foodie movement also has brought a 
renewed interest in homemade marshmallows 
and gourmet versions.

Obama humbled 
by Nobel Peace Prize, 
realizes challenges

WASHINGTON President Obama said Friday 
he was both honored and humbled to win 
the Nobel Peace Prize and would accept 
it as a “call to action” to work with other 
nations to solve the world’s most pressing 
problems. 

Obama told reporters in the White 
House Rose Garden that he wasn’t sure 
he had done enough to earn the award, 
or deserved to be in the company of the 
“transformative figures” who had won it 
before him. 

But, he said, “I will accept this award as 
a call to action, a call for all nations to con- 
front the challenges of the 21st Century” 

Obama will travel to Oslo, Norway, in 
December to accept the award, including 
a $1.4 million prize. The White House said 
Obama will donate the entire amount to 
charity 

Obama, 48, is the third U.S. president to 
win the prize while in office, after Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson. Former 
President Jimmy Carter won the prize in 
2002, more than two decades after he left 
office. 

In its surprise choice, the Norwegian 
Nobel Committee cited the president’s cre- 
ation of a “new climate in international poli- 
tics” and his work on nuclear disarmament, 
even though he is just nine months into his 
presidency 

The prize is not necessarily a big plus for 
Obama in the tricky U.S. political arena. 

He won the election last year in part 
because voters weary with the nation’s bat- 
tered image abroad were attracted to his 
promise of a new start. But Republicans 
have been criticizing Obama as being 
too much celebrity and too little action, 
and they immediately seized on this new 
praise— from Europeans, no less— to try to 
bring him down a peg. 

“What has President Obama actually 
accomplished?” said Michael Steele, chair- 
man of the Republican National Committee. 
“It is unfortunate that the president’s star 
power has outshined tireless advocates 
who have made real achievements working 
towards peace and human rights.” 

The reaction was only slightly warmer on 
some liberal Web sites, with some question-

“We have to confront the world as we 
know it,” Obama said. 

He said he was working to end the war in 
Iraq and “to confront a ruthless adversary 
that directly threatens the American people 
and our allies” in Afghanistan. 

“I’m also aware that we are dealing with 
the impact of a global economic crisis that 


has left millions of Americans looking for 
work,” he said. 

“This award must be shared by every- 
one who strives for justice and dignity,” he 
added. 

He said that some of his goals, including 
that of a nuclear weapons-free world, might 
not be accomplished in his lifetime. 

“I am both surprised and deeply humbled 
by the decision of the Nobel Committee,” 
Obama said. 

“Let me be clear, I do not view it as a rec- 
ognition of my own accomplishments, but 
rather as an affirmation of American leader- 
ship on behalf of aspirations held by people 
in all nations.” 

Former Vice President A 1 Gore, who 
won two years ago, said Obama’s prize was 
“extremely well deserved.” 

“I think that much of what he has accom- 
plished already is going to be far more appre- 
ciated in the eyes of history, as it has been by 
the Nobel committee,” Gore said.
